Blizzard  Rages  as 
Attendance  Declines 


As  students 
traveled  back  to  the 
campus  after  the 
winter  holiday, 
many  were  left 
wondering  why  the 
area  streets  were 
still  snow-covered 
after  the  latest  round 
of  winter  weather. 

Most  students  who 
live  outside  the  area 
were  shocked  to  see 
all  of  the  snow,  even 
on  State  Route  235. 
“We  were  driving 
back  from  Columbus 
and  the  roads  there 
were  fine,  “  said 
Shawn  Johnston,  a 
senior  marketing/ 
management  major. 
“Then  we  hit  Ada 
and  boom...  the 


snow  was  there.  It 
looked  like  we  had 
just  gone  through  a 
blizzard. 

Some  side  streets 
looked  as  if  they  had 
never  been  plowed 
before,  with  as 
much  as  a  foot 
covering  the  road  in 
some  areas.  In  fact, 
with  the  weather 
taking  another  turn 
for  the  worse, 
headaches  for 
residents  will 
continue  in  the 
future.  “I  guess  as 
long  as  the  wind 
blows  the  way  that 
it  does  here  in  Ada, 

I  think  that  the  roads 
will  always  be  bad,  “ 
said  Troy  Griffin,  a 


senior  biology  major. 
“As  soon  as  the 
streets  get  cleared, 
the  wind  just  blows 
the  snow  right  back 
on  the  roads.” 

Even  the  side¬ 
walks  here  on 
campus,  for  the 
most  part,  have 
snow  on  them, 
although  the 
physical  plant  has 
been  working 
around  the  clock  at 
times  to  clear  them 
off. 

Hardin  county  is 
one  of  the  poorest 
counties  in  the  state, 
according  to  census 
figures.  The 
population  of  the 
county  is  31,  201  in 


the  1992  census  and 
was  projected  near 
the  same  in  the  1994 
census.  The  county 
itself  is  high  in  the 
number  of  people 
below  the  poverty 
level  (16.4  percent) 
and  is  also  very  high 
in  unemployment 
(10.8  percent).  The 
total  per  capita 
income  for  the 
county  is  just  under 
$11,000.  The 
median  household 
income  is  just  less 
than  $25,000. 

The  university  is 
without  a  doubt  one 
of  the  larger  money 
makers  for  the 
county.  The  county 
itself  has  no  major 


cities.  Even  the 
county  seat, 
Kenton’s  no  where 
near  the  size  of 
Lima.  Those  factors 
definitely  contribute 
to  the  reason  why 
the  roads  are  bad. 
The  county  would 
have  to  pay  snow 
crews  extra  money 
to  stay  out  and  clear 
roads,  something 
the  county  just 
cannot  afford. 

The  bad  weather 
delayed  arrival  of 
many  students 
returning  to  class. 
Approximately  250 
students  called 
campus  and  reported 
off.  A  lot  of  people 
were  wondering 


why  school  was  in 
session  the  first 
scheduled  day  back. 

Many  students 
were  either  in  places 
where  level  three 
snow  emergencies 
were  being  enforced 
or  where  they  would 
drive  through 
counties  where  such 
ordinances  were  in 
effect.  A  level  three 
snow  emergency 
means  that  anyone 


caught  driving  on 
country  roads  would 
be  issued  citations 
by  the  county  sheriff. 
Only  emergency 
vehicles  were 
permitted  to  travel 
under  such  laws. 

A  level  two  snow 
emergency  is  where 
travel  can  be  done, 
but  should  not  be 
done  unless 
absolutely 
necessary.  A  level 


one  snow  emergency 
states  that  cars 
should  not  be  parked 
on  roads  so  that 
crews  can  plow  the 
streets. 

Classes  went 
ahead  as  scheduled, 
with  relatively  low 
attendance  figures. 

The  county  may 
have  to  look  for 
ways  to  improve 
their  snow  removal.

When  the  room 
assignments  were 
sent  to  freshmen  in 
August,  some  women 
were  quite  surprised 
to  find  they  had  been 
housed  in  Founders 


Hall,  a  previously  all 
male  freshman 
residence  hall. 

“When  I  got  my 
housing  assignment, 
I  thought  to  myself, 
‘This  must  be 


wrong, ’’’said  Amy 
Blankenship,  a  fresh¬ 
man  accounting  major 
and  resident  of 
Founders  Hall.  “After 
I  made  a  phone  call  I 
realized  that  Founders 


had  been  switched  to 
coed.” 

The  transformation 
of  Founders  Hall 
occurred  when  the 
demographics  of  the 
incoming  freshmen 
showed  that  55 
percent  would  be 
women.  According  to 
Scott  Smith,  assistant 
director  of  residence 
life,  this  percentage  is 
up  from  last  year  when 
the  freshman  class  was 
about  half  male  and 
half  female.  “We 
needed  to  make  an 
adjustment  to 
accomodate  the  fresh¬ 
man  women  coming 
in,  “  Smith  said. 

The  atmosphere  of 
the  hall  has  been 
significantly  altered. 


Staffing  of  Resident 
Assistants  was 
revamped  in  late 
summer  when  three 
female  resident 
assistants,  Saundra 
Hillman,  Carrie 
Kashawlic,  and  Nikki 
Troiano,  were  added 
to  the  staff. 

“The  freshman 
seem  to  be  adjusting 
well  because  they  don’t 
know  what  it  used  to 
be  like.  I  think  the 
R.A.s  are  having  a 
harder  time  adjusting,” 
Troiano  said. 

“The  residents 
really  seem  to  like  it,” 
said  Matt  Polen,  a 
third  year  resident  of 
Founders  and  a  second 
year  RA,  “I  don’t

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Council  to  help  tenants 


Have  you  ever 
had  problems  with 
your  landlord?  If 
so,  or  if  you’re 
thinking  about 
moving  off  campus 
then  the  Landlord/ 
Tenant  Council  is 
for  you. 

Seth  Broder,  a 
second  year  law 
student,  is  starting 
the  Landlord/Tenant 
Council  to  assist 
students  and 
community  residents 
who  have  problems 
with  their  landlords. 

Problems  could 
range  from  pipes 
freezing  and  burst¬ 
ing  to  structural 
problems,  to  getting 
security  deposits 
back.  In  a  town 
the  size  of  Ada  it’s 
easy  for  landlords 
to  ignore  problems 
with  their  buildings 
since  they  know 
that  student  demand 
for  off  campus 
housing  is  high 


while  supply  is  low. 
To  live  off  campus, 
students  frequently 
have  to  setde  for 
low  quality  housing. 

Broder,  the 
student  coor¬ 
dinator  for  the 
Council  thinks  this 
is  wrong.  At  the 
suggestion  of 
assistant  professor 
of  law  Anne  Manley, 
Broder  decided  to 
start  the  Landlord/ 
Tenant  Council  as  a 
clinic  project. 

“We  hope  to 
inform  the  students 
out  there  that  there  is 
an  avenue  available 
to  assist  them  with 
their  landlord/tenant 
problems,”  Broder 
said. 

Broder  is  quick  to 
point  out  that  the 
Council  members 
will  assist  renters  in 
any  way  that  they 
can,  but  that  the 
members  aren’t 
attorneys  and  can 


only  inform  renters 
of  their  rights  under 
the  law  and  assist 
them  in  exercising 
those  rights. 

This  doesn’t  mean 
the  Council  won’t  be 
effective.  Broder  is 
convinced  that 
writing  letters  will 
work  when  land¬ 
lords  realize  that 
they  no  longer  have 
the  upper  hand  with 
their  tenants.  Land¬ 
lords  don’t  want  to 
go  to  court  and  waste 
their  time.  Once 
they  realize  that  their 
tenants  won’t  settle 
for  less  than  what 
they’re  paying  for, 
many  problems  will 
be  solved. 

If  writing  a  letter 
doesn’t  work,  the 
Council  can  refer 
renters  to  the  ONU 
Legal  Clinic  which 
is  capable  of 
providing  attorney 
assistance. 

Tenants  who  fear 


their  landlords  might 
retaliate  against  them 
if  they  seek  help  from 
the  Council  shouldn’t 
worry.  Such  actions 
are  prohibited  under 
Ohio  law. 

“You  have  to  stand 
up  for  yourself,  you 
have  every  right  to  and 
you  have  an  obligation 
not  to  put  yourself  at 
the  landlord’s  mercy. 
Living  on  your  own 
and  not  knowing  who 
to  turn  to  can  be  a 
confusing  and  trying 
situation,  but  the 
Council  can  help,  “ 
Reali,  a  first  year  law 
student,  has  had 
personal  experience 
with  landlord 
problems.  He  has 
written  a  letter  to  his 
landlord  setting  forth 
his  rights. 

Not  only  can  the 
Council  help  students, 
but  students  can  help 
the  Council.  Although 
this  is  only  a  clinic 
project  for  Broder, 


he  wants  to  make  sure 
this  type  of  assistance 
will  be  available  to  all 
Ada  residents  in  the 
future.  In  order  to  do 
that,  a  strong 
foundation  needs  to 
be  built  now. 

Not  only 
will  students  be 
providing  a  neces¬ 
sary  community 
service,  but  they 
can  also  gain  real 
life  experience 
which  will  look 
great  on  their 
resumes. 

“Renters  should 
definitely  take 
advantage  of  this 
assistance  because 
many  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  they  encounter 
have  remedies 
under  the  Ohio 
Landlord/Tenant 
Act,”  Broder  said.

The  Atlantic  region's  hurricane  season 
this  year  was  so  active  that  it  has  pro¬ 
duced  the  most  named  storms  since  the 
National  Hurricane  Center  started  assign¬ 
ing  names  in  1953.  Storms  are  named  in 
alphabetical  order,  but  names  beginning 
with  Q,  U,  X,  Y,  and  Z  are  excluded  be¬ 
cause  of  their  scaracity.  This  year,  offi¬ 
cials  were  preparing  to  end  the  list  and 
begin  naming  storms  after  the  Greek 
alphabet,  starting  with  Alpha. 


Micky  Mantle  was  one  of  the  greatest 
baseball  players  that  ever  lived.  From  the 
time  he  broke  into  the  major  league  in 
1951,  until  he  retired  following  the  1968 
season  at  age  37,  Mickey  Mantle  inspired 
generations  of  fans  with  his  power  and 
ability.  He  died  of  fast-spreading  liver 
cancer  at  the  age  of  63,  two  months  after  a 
liver  transplant. 
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The  much  traveled  Pope  John  Paul  II 
returned  to  the  U.S.  for  his  fourth  papal 
trip.  The  75-year  old  Pope  showed  no 
signs  of  slowing  down,  he  repeatedly 
spoke  of  leading  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  into  Christianity's  third  millennium. 
He  was  elected  Pope  in  1978.  As  a  Polish 
Pope,  he  is  the  first  non-Italian  to  head  the 
church  in  455  years.  One  of  the  most 
charismatic  pastors  in  centuries,  he  has 
made  67  trips  outside  Italy. 


One  critic  described  Hootie  and  the 
Blowfish  as  a  pleasant  band  with  a  mellow 
sound,  a  winning  and  unpretentious  atti¬ 
tude,  a  goofy  name  and  a  lot  more.  The 
South  Carolina  band  includes  Darius 
Rucker,  vocals  and  guitar,  Mark  Bryan, 
guitars,  Dean  Felber,  bass,  and  Jim 
Sonefeld,  drums.  Musically,  Hootie  can 
move  casually  but  efficently  from  harmo¬ 
nizing  to  country  rock,  from  blues  to  thick- 
as-molasses  Southern  rock. 
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Pete  Sampras  outlasted  Andre  Agassi  to  capture  his  third  U.S.  Open  title  and  gain  the  No.  1  ranking. 
Sampras'  aggressive  style  rocked  Agassi  with  24  aces  to  win  the  prestigious  title.  Two  months  earlier 
Sampras  won  his  third  straight  Wimbelton.  Sampras  made  it  to  the  finals  by  defeating  Jim  Courier;  Agassi 
advanced  by  downing  Boris  Becker. 
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The  murder  trial  of  O.J.  Simpson  ended. 
Not  guilty.  It  took  the  jury  less  than  four 
hours  to  reach  the  verdict  in  the  sensa¬ 
tional  trial  that  lasted  eight  months.  The 
jury  of  10  women  and  two  men  found  that 
Simpson  did  not  kill  his  former  wife,  Nicole 
Brown  Simpson  and  her  friend  Ronald 
Goldman  in  June,  1994.  The  trial  twisted 
and  turned  through  a  maze  of  scientific 
evidence  and  dozens  of  expert  witnesses. 
Judge  Lance  Ito  presided  over  the  trial  in 
which  Los  Angeles  Police  Detective  Mark 
Fuhrman's  racial  slurs  and  attitudes  be¬ 
came  one  of  the  focal  points  of  Simpson's 
defense.

He  and  one  other  man,  Terry 
Nichols,  are  charged  with  1 1  counts  in  the 
bombing  of  the  Alfred  P.  Murrah  federal 
Building  in  Oklahoma  City.  The  explosion 
on  April  19  killed  169  people  and  injured 
more  than  500. 


House  Speaker  Newt  Gingrich,  a  Repub¬ 
lican  congressman  from  Georgia,  rose  to 
the  height  of  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.  Gingrich  was  always 
considered  a  1996  presidential  candidate. 
He  promiced  to  overhaul  more  than  a 
generation  of  social  programs  that  began 
in  the  eras  of  the  New  Deal  and  the  Great 
Society. 
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Miss  Oklahoma, 
Shawntel  Smith,  got 
an  extra  birthday 
present  for  her  24th 
birthday:  she  was 
crowned  Miss 
America.  Swim¬ 
suits  took  center 
stage  as  television 
viewers  voted 
overwhelmingly  to 
retain  the  swimsuit 
competition,  keep¬ 
ing  with  75  years  of 
pagent  history. 
Detractors  of  this 
part  of  the  competi¬ 
tion  tried  to  have  it 
eliminated. 


After  months  of 
arduous  negotia¬ 
tions  and  a  tense 
last-minute  flurry  of 
crises  and  walk¬ 
outs,  Israel  and  the

Organization  leader 
Yasser  Arafat  said 
the  400-page  docu¬ 
ment  spells  out  in 
detail,  step  by  step 
and  town  by  town 
the  withdrawl  of 
Israeli  forces  from 
much  of  the  territory 
Israel  has  occupied 
since  the  1967  war. 
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Monday,  Dec.  4, 
1995,  Alpha  Omi- 
cron  Pi  disbanded. 
For  the  past  four 
years,  the  sorority 
has  been  in  "moni¬ 
toring"  status; 
recently,  that  was 
changed  to  the 
more  severe  "pro¬ 
bation,"  which 
caused  the  chapter 
to  disband.

the  Cowboys  went 
on  to  beat  the 
Pittsburgh  Steele rs 
27-1 7  to  win  Super 
Bowl XXX.  Forthe 
Cowboys  it  was  the 
fifth  Super  Bowl 
title,  matching  a  feat 
achieved  by  San 
Francisco  last  year, 
it  was  also  the 
Cowboys'  third 
championship  in  a 
four-year  span.
